Several 


Hours When Neighbors 
Caine Upon Body 


END CAME INSTANTLY 
Heavy Rock Crashing Down 


Broke Aged Man's Back

68, 
was 


found dead, his body badly mangled 
by a fall of rock, in the coal mine on 
his farm at Willow Brook Tuesday 
afternoon at 4:30 o'clock.- It is sup- 
posed that he had started to push out 
a loaded car of coal when the rock fell 
on him and the car. 
Mr. Dawson had 


gone to the mine which he operates 
Tuesday morning and his 
daughter, 


Mrs. G^rwin Stubbs, •became alarmed 
wren he had not returned home late 
in the afternoon.. When her husband 
came home from work at the Tyndal 
mine cf the Barnes Coal Company he 
started to search for Mr. Dswson and 
was horrified, to find him buried be- 
neath the rock in the mine. With the 
assistance of others Mr. Stubbs 
suc- 


.ceeded in removing his father-in-law's 
body from .the mine at 6:30 Tuesday 
evening. 


Dr. K. M. Wright was called -from 


Coshocton and found the man had 
been dead probably several hours. His 
back was broken and it is supposed 
that he was killed almost instantly. 


Mr. Dawson had lived all his life 


in the Willow Brook vicinity. He had 
been married twice, both of his wives 
preceding him to the grave. He was 
employed for several years as check- 
weighman at the Davis 
mines 
at 


Cor.esville and in later years mined 
coal for himself on a small scale. He 
became a member of church many 
years ago and had lived an upright. 
Christian life. 
He 
was 
familiarly- 


known as Squire Dawson. 
He is sur- 


vived by four children: Mrs. Bertha 
McCoy, Branch vicinity, by the first 
marriage; 
Mrs. Garwin Stubbs, Wil- 


low Brook; Miss Grace Dawson, Co- 
shccton, and Aaron Dawson, Oyster 
Bay, N. Y., by the second marriage. 


Two brothers, John R. Dawson, Ros- 


coe, and Israel Dawson, Willow Brook 
vicinity, also survive.

York World today printed the follow- 
ing: 


"The World is authorized to pre- 


sent, the latest and most accurate in- 
formation regarding the exact condi- 
tion of President Wilson as stated by 
his physician. Admiral Grayson.

TAKE STAND ON 
THE PLUMB PLAN 


PARIS HOTEL 
ASKS $135, 
BONUS FOR USE 
OF HOSTELRY 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—Now that the 


American peace delegation is winding 
up its activities in Paris, it has been 
confronted with a bill by the proprie- 
tor of the Jlotel Crillon. American 
peace headquarters, according to a re- 
port reaching London. 


Over and above the rent agreed up- 


on when the hotel was requisitioned 
for the housing of the American pleni- 
potentiaries arid their staff the follow- 
ing charges were included ipr the-bill: 


To loss of clients, ?90,000. 
To demoralization of staff by hav- 


ing accustomed them to receive wages 
above the ordinary standard, $45,000. 


To theso demands the 
American 


peace delegation, has not replied di- 
rectly, but they in their turn sent in 
a hill to the. proprietor of the Hotel 
Crillon, the main items of which are: 
' Advertisement of hotel by making 


it. American headquarters, $90,000. 


To improvement of staff by teaching 


them American methods of work, $45,- 
000. 


So far the hotel proprietor has not 


found a reply to this counter from the 
Yankees. 


ZANESVILLE, Oct. 15.—The Ohio 


j State Federation of Labor was expect- 
'ed to go on record today on the Plumb 
' plan for railroad management. 


A resolution introduced late yester- 


day was to be reporte**6>day from 


j tho resolutions committee. The plan 
has many supporters among the del- 
egates and despite the fact that the 
American Federation of Labor 
has 


not gone formally on record on 
the 


plan the state body was expected to 
voice its approval. 


Ways and means of assisting 
the 


steel strikers were also to be consid- 
ered. 
The convention was voted the 


steel strikers commendation for their 
fight and pledged moral and financial 
support. Thru Its organizers the fed- 
eration has been assisting the strik- 
ers, but the convention may decide 
upon further direct financial aid. 


The labor party group headed by 


Max Hayes of Cleveland had not given 
up hopes of having the convention en- 
dorse the labor party idea. They plan 
to make a fight for this before 
the 


convention ends. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Farmers 


of the country today came out in op- 
position to the Cummins bill for re- 
turn of the railroads to private own- 
ers. 


In a letter to chairman Cummins 


of the senate interstate 
commerce 


committee, George P. Hampton, man- 
aging director of the Farmers Nation- 
al Council, declared that the council 
demands government ownership 
of 


the railroads and charged that Wall 
street interests are backing the Cum- 
mins bill. He urged 
that there 
be 


hearings on the bill of two weeks 
each for those opposing and those fa- 
voring it. 


"In our mature judgment," said Mr. 


Hampton, "the reporting out of 
the 


bill without a public hearing will im- 
press the American people most un- 
favorable as a denial of the risht to 
be consulted on measures of such fun- 
damental importance as the 
disposi-

Thinks $10,000,000 Too Much 


for Association to Ask 


From Country 


New Tork.—It has 
been 
decided 


that the minimum goal of the Roose- 
velt Memorial Association should be 
reduced from 510,000,000 to $5.000,000. 


It. is explained by national officers 


of the association, which is preparing 
to launch fund-raising campaigns in 
Ohio and the 47 other states on Oct.. 
20, that the. reduction has been made 
in deference to the wishes of Mrs. ' 
RoosRvelt, who felt that it would not 
be right, in view of the widespread 
suffering 
and 
want 
existing in the 


world, to ask the American people to ; 
give ten million for memorials. 


"There are many indications, how- 


ever," said James R. Garfield of Men- 
tor, O., who'wa-s secretary of the in- 
terior under Roosevelt, and who Is a 
member of the national organization, 
"that the movement will meet with 
such a popular reccptio- that much 
nearer the $10,000,000 originally set 
for th« fund will to raised." 


The trip is being planned to dem- 


onstrate the feasibility of night fly- 
ing. 
Twenty four passengers will be 


carried. According to Admiral Kerr's 
plan tho machine will take off from 
Roosevelt field at 11 at night and 
land in Chicago next morning about 
9 o'clock.
